The  Hymns  are  such  as  are  not  found  in  the 
Church  Hymn  Book — the  compilers  being  careful 
to  give  those  which  are  more  desirable  for  social 
and  prayer-meetings. 

Such  as  it  is,  the  book  is  devoutly  commended 
^to  the  blessing  of  that  God  who  "loveth  the  gates 
■^of  Zion,"  and  who  has  commanded  us  to  "teach 
^  and  admonish  one  another  in  psalms,  and  hymns, 
©and  spiritual  songs,  singing  with  grace  in  our 
rjhearts  to  the  Lord."
